Ah oth or version of th e story says 
th at Divilbliss first ordered Steele off 
th e place, refusing to allow h im to 
take th e wood. 
However th at may 
be, one word brough t on auoih er until 
Divilbliss seized a club and started 
after Steele. 
Th e latter, wh o h ad an 
ax. used it to defend h imself and 
wh en Divilbliss saw th at th e ax was 
better th an h is club, h e wen* to h is 
h ouse and got a Winch ester repeating 
rifle, th irty-two caliber. 
Wh en h e returned Steele h ad gone 
some distance away, and Rh odes was 
in th e 
road. 
Divilbliss tired th ree 
times at Steele, th e bullets wh izzing 
dangerously near h is h ead, but none 
of th em h it h im. 
It is not known 
wh at th e 
outcome 
of 'th e 
fracas 
will be, alth ough it is said th at.Steele 
will probably file against Divilbliss 
for assault aud battery with intent to 
kill. 
Th e ch arge is apt to prove a 
serious one. 
Both men are well known in th is 
cifv.
